A Distinction 

The Foreign Minister drew oa

They will be concentrated 
at a training camp where they will 
be taught special courses which in a 
few weeks, turn them Into specialists 
for patrol work, Red Cross, despatch 
carrlers, or for observation duty,

big, but, be healthy, alert and intel- 
ligent, *

preferred because they have a natural

STOCKHOLM, Feb, 21 (Reu- 
ter).—Sinco the beginning of 
the war, Sweden has lost by tor- 
pedoing or mines -32 carro.

tons, the Swedish Foreign Mints- 
ter told Parliament to-day in 
reply to an interpellation. 

He sald that 228 Swedish 
people had perished and 16 wore 


missing.

26.6 of the total tonnage.

The Foreign Minister stated that 
to. thelr knowledge no Swedish ship 
had been sunk while In Britlsh or 
French convoy. . : 

He recalled the principles establish- 
ed 73 the London Agreement of 1936 
regarding submarine - warfare, and 
sald that contrary to these principles, 
their ships had been torpedocd, al~ 
though they had not refused to stop 
or undergo examination, 

He recalled that the maritime war- 
fare was characterised by. contraband 
control by the Western Powers 
whereby Swedish ships were forced 
to enter very dangerous *-zones, by 
extensive lists of contraband and by 
Intensive mince and submarine war- 
fare. 

Both sides used methods und de- 
fended them by arguments that nel- 
ther.one nor the other of the neutral 
countrics could admit. . 

A Distinction 

The Forelgn Minister drew a 
distinction between the reaction of 
neutral countries to what he deserib- 
ed ay Violations on the open sea, He 
sald that {nthe former case neutral 
vountry had every right to take every 
nossible measure to oppose violation, 
but In the latter case direct mensures 
were scarcely possible owlng to the 
danger of involving neutrals in war. 

Measures of . Indirect: pressure 
against violation depended on cir- 
cumstances, he said. 

Sweden took these possiblities Into 
consideration in trade negotiations 
with belligercnts.

LONDON.—Great Britain has officially recognized 


The actlon took the form of an 
exchange of documents in which the 
“Czechoslovak Natlonal Committec" 
was recognized by Great Britain as 
the legal Government of the former 
Republic which {s now under Ger- 
man occupation. 


The Committce {s headed by. Dr. 
Edunrd Benes, former President of 
Ezechoslovnkia, and Jan Masaryl, 
who was the Czechoslovak Minister 
to London and {s the son’ of the 
founder of the Republic. Dr. Benes 
collavorate, Dr. Thomos G. Masaryk.
